Examiner acknowledges receipt of amendment C filed 12/1 1/02. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Wang et al. 
(US5,905,1 16), the closest prior art teaches a method of preparing centipede grafted polymer 
composition and the method comprising several steps where the steps involve removing the 
material formed in step one from the mixer and returning the formed material to the mixer 
chamber in subsequent step. The preparatory steps in Wang are batchwise. In the instant claim 
the preparation is carried out in a single batch where the reaction product remains in the mixer 
chamber until the extender is added. The pending claims are allowable because the prior art 
does not teach the method steps of the instant claims.
